Canadians received a shock 
and bad news on Monday when 
news spread of the death be¬ 
tween Ottawa and Toronto of 
Hon. Norman Rogers, National 
Defence Minstefr, who with 
three flying officers were killed 
ina crash as the party winged 
its way t 0 Toronto where the 
Hon. Rogeirs had a speaking ap 
pointment. Investigation reveal 
ed that they were endeavoring 
t n make a forced landing when 
tli o crash occurred. 

Mr. Rogers who was 48, had 
reently returned fnXn overseas 
where he conferred with British 
offcials, visitUd the front lines, 
the Canadian camp at Aldershot 
and made himself generally fam¬ 
iliar with his job and was doing 
a fine job of it when the accid¬ 
ent occurred. It will be „ dist¬ 
inct los s to Canada as he was 
a ptlrson of keen intellect and 
understanding and very hard 
working, especially in his new 
job. 

Premier King has named the 
Hon. J. L. Ralston, now Minis¬ 
ter of Finance, to take over the 
portfolio of Defence and the 
change will be made next wedk, 
after the lion. Ralston presents 
his budget to the House at Ot¬ 
tawa. A veteran of the last war, 
an expert in economics, and ?• 
man of broad experience Mr. 
Ralston will bring a great deal 
of ability to his new post. 

A general cabinet shake-up 
at Ottawa is suggested, but no 
definite announcemets have 
been forthcoming as yet.

New York.—We are not “edg 
ing” into the European war, 
we are plunging toward it at a 
rate which would have been un 
thinkable only a few weeks ago 
and there are not going to be 
any half-way measures about 
our assistance. We are not only 
going to furnish the Allies the 
guns, airplanes and ammunit¬ 
ion now on hand, but we are 
also going to send them huge 
quantities of food, clothing, 
motor trucks tractors, tanks 
sclni .. finished steel, gasoline, 
and we’ll probably arrange to 
let them use many of our boats 
and perhaps part of our navy. 
In fact, this country may wind 
up by declaring itself no longei 
neutral nor merely non-belliger 
ent, but an active participant 
to the extent of helping the All¬ 
ies in every way possible short 
of sending mt»n abroad. So the 
cry will be “don’t rend men, 
lend dollars.” Lend the Allies 
all the dollars they need in the 
form of gold credits which can 
ho used to pay American man¬ 
ufacturers and producers • »r 
th*' things that will have to be 
shipped to England and France. 
Wo have almost $20 billions of 
gold in this country todav and 
the argument will be that this 
gold ma v become worthless, 

ldt’s put it to use in th? cause 
of freedom and democracy lie 
fore it spoils on our hands. As 
a consequence of this likely de 
velopment, wef should look for¬ 
ward to a credit boom in thb 
country, - perhaps exceeding any 
thing heretofore experienced. 
We sliould see a prolonged rise 
in commodity prices ,p marked 
increase in industrial product¬ 
ion and in spite of heavier tax 
es, a sharp gain in corporate 
earnings.

A Fifth Column Menace in 
The Weed War 

In addtion to the common an- 
iiVL.l, biennial and perennial 
weeds we have been accustomed 
to lighting for a numbsv of 
years, wc arc now .’ac nl with 
the problem of dealing with 
four vicious perenniVs which 
are insiduously gaining a foot¬ 
hold and will, if not eifii’n^uv 
com batten play havoc, with o. r 
farm practices. All fo t? ot these 
invaders arc characc prized • y 
having extensive root stalks 
which allow them to stibbo.nly 
defy ordinary metho d of cult¬ 
ivation since they spr?a1 more 
rapidly from the rootstalks 
than they do from seed: 

HoaryCress: Hoary Cress is 
a plant which resembles the 
cominor Stink weed somewhat, 
but is a darker slate green. It 
commonly grows from 12 to 20 
inches high and luas a dense 
cluster of small white flowers 
on the top, hence its name 
“White Top” in some localities. 

Russian Knapweed: Russian 
Knapweed grows somewhat 
taller and to some extent resem 
hies alfalfa in the shape of the 
loaves and number of stalks 
whi !i come lrom one root. The 
roots themselves are very bio 
in colon. This plant has r. 
small white button-like sheath 
at the tips of the stalks from 
whih protude small purple o. 
blue flowers. 

L?at> Spurge: The Leafy 
Spurge plant is a sickly yellow 
green colon 1 and has very small 
insignificant flowwers. Its most 
distinguishing characteristic is 
that it contains a milky fluid 
which oozes out wheneve, the 
stem if, broken. 

Wild Morning Glory: The 
Morning Glory is known to most 
people due to its similarity to 
the ornamental variety. It us¬ 
ually grow s in dense mats neai 
the ground in a simila! manner 
to Wild Buckwheat from which 
it is distinguished by the fact 
that it has quite large white 
to purple and blue, bell-shaped 
flowers. 

In the past, numerous new 
weeds have been introduced 
and many false prophets have 
risen to foretell the doom the> 
would surely bring to agricult-

The fanners, however, have 
been happy to find that ultimat 
ely there were reasonably chect 
ivc methods of control develop 
ed which allowed them to ’ 1 
least continue farming in tin 
presence of the weeds. Unlortun 
atey, no such method of control 
hag been forthcoming for these 
four new' fifth columnists. Many 
of the Western States have 
each seen fit to appropriate hun 
dreds of thousands of dollars to 
fight one or more of these 
weeds. In at least one state, 
which is well known to the writ 
er, the county and state author 
ities have entered into contracts 
with the farmers and agree to 
eradiente the weeds within three- 
years for p sum of $25.00 per 
acre. A great deal of land val¬ 
ued at $150.00 to $250.00 per 
acre is now under such a cont¬ 
ract, thd farmers having seen 
fit to lose the use of their kind 
foj- this period since in its pres 
ent infested state it is yielding 
them no profit. 

To say that these weeds arc 
difficult to eradicate is to put 
it mildly. No known method 
will destroy them in one year 
with the possible exception of

Encouraging results havfle been 
obtained by 2 years of very 
intensive cultivation or by the 
use of chemicals during 2 seas¬ 
ons. Farmers arc urged to play 
safe by not allowing any weeds 
whatever to go to seed on or 
near their farms. If weeds ap¬ 
pear with which they arc not 
familiar they should take steps 
to find out what they are and 
what are the approved method 
of control. The Experimental 
Station will promptly identify 
any samples which are sent in 
and will gladly advise as to the 
best known methods of control.
